IN 


The ingenuity of the engineering profes- 


sion bas exhausted itdelf in nlloniptiug to 
get rid of the effect of sewer gna when once 
t has boon produced. 
Wo have never yet 


reached anything bettor than the terse rec- 
ommendation of « London authority to tho 
effect that "wo must let tho stink out into 
he middle of tbe streets." 
Tho conditions hy which tbo world was 


Iriveu to this very unsatisfactory result 
were, under tho old system of flushing, 
ubstanlinlly unavoidable, nnd whnt has 
icon done iu the way of city sewerage has 
ieen in the direct lino of 
progressive 


:uprovemeut. It seems to mo that tho 
imo baa now come when a new departure 
hould be taken, nud when tho sewer gas 
ifficulty should bo met by prevention, 
ntber thnn by attempts at euro. It is clear 
ml under the present combined atonn- 
ater nud foul sewage system prevention is 
mply impossible. Tbu production of foul 
ases is one nucvoidnblo attendant upon 
'ery application of thnt system. All that 
to be said on tho other side is, that lo 
ilhdraw the flushing effect of storm-water, 
ud lo leave household wastes to tako care 
" themselves in small pipes, would result 
mply in aggravation of the difficulty. 
Fortunately within the past few years the 
mditioua of tho problem havo been radi- 
Ily changed 
Formerly it was restricted 


i>y limitation in the matter ofilushinu 
Small pipes could not safely be used for 
sewage proper to tho exclusion of storm- 
water, because storm-water was needed to 
flush them out. This statement of the case 
is practically true, although not slriclly 
true. 
Flushing by menus of mnnboles nt 


the heads of the lines, into which water 
wfis to he poured, or where a tumbling tank 
might he act, or flushing by mi-nun of 
various manual operations, all made the use 
of small pipes possible, but left it very 
undesirable, inasmuch 
ns it is 
always 


undesirable 
to 
rely 
on 
manual 


operations or ou tbe acliou of moving 
mechanism lo keep sewers iu condition. 
It 


is therefore quite proper to snv that thu 
possibilities of tho art of sewerage under- 
went n radical change on the invention of 
Uogers Fic-ld'H annular siphon for emptying 
flush tanks.
